The Kaiser Said to Be on W ay to 


Y*er Front— Allies Check Invaders’ 


Attacks. 


London, April 27.— What some mili­ 
tary critics arc inclined to pronounce 
the “ greatest battle of the war” is 
now under way on the Yser canal. 
Official rep o rt are both meager and 
contradictory, but it generally is be­ 
lieved in London that the Germans 
again are making desperate efforts to 
break through to the French channel 
porta. 
Some 
such 
recrudescence of the 
German offensive has been anticipated 
by war experts, but this movement, 
forestalling the long predicted allied 
offensive, comes as a distinct shock 
to the general public. 
It Is impossible as yet to get a 
clear idea of the extent of the Ger­ 
man movement, but some spec ial dis­ 
patches to london papers describe it 
as so ImjKirtant that the Germans ara 
even credited 
with 
bringing Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg 
from 
the 
east to conduct die operations, and 
Emperor William himself is reported 
as proceeding to the Yser front. 
The french war office in its offic ial 
report says: 
"In Belgium two German attack, 
moving out from Paschendaele and 
from Brodseinde w frt checked by the 
British troops. The Anent} thereupon 
bombarded Ypres with violence. Our 
Activities aw* being continued alm s 
the Yser canal. 
"On the heights of the Meuse the 
fighting is developing. The attack on 
the 1’alonne trench, reported Sunday, 
was checked by our counter attack 
and the enemy driven bark. He mils 
sentiently made another attack fur 
titer to the east In the direction of 
St. Remy, evidently striving to recap 
tore Lee Eparges. A violent attack 
preceded 
by a fierce bombardment, 
took place shortly after this move 
rnent on tI 
i 
rrn slope* of th** po­ 
sition at Lea Eparges, but the German 
attack resulted in failure." 
Five thousand prisoners, Including 
IdOO Canadians, have been taken by 
the Germans in Handers, according 
to the official report from the German 
general staff. 
Berlin denies the allies* claim that 
lexeme has been recaptured, declar 
tng that this town, as well as land 
taken on the east side of the Ypre 
canal, are still in the hands of th# 
Germans. 
Meanwhile there remains no doubt 
that the precipitate advance of th*

From Baris cornea news that the 
entire allied line north of Ypres ta 
again on tile offensive and is fond rig 
the Germans to retire from portions 
of their newly gained ground.
